received considerable impetus, with 
these developments: 

1. A proposal by representatives 
of the Donohoe estate for sale of 
the 50-acre Donohoe property at 
Middlefield road and Ringwood 
avenue to the school district, in 
order to avoid condemnation. 

2. A request hy the district 
board of trustees for approval of 
the site by the Atherton planning 
commission, a procedure required 
by state school statutes. 

The proposal by Donohoe repre- 
sentatives, the RECORDER learned, 
was made after lengthy and quiet- 
ly-conducted negotiations which 
developed after the school board de- 
cided the property would make the 
best site and prepared to proceed 
with condemnation proceedings that 
already had been filed. 

Site approval by the Atherton 
planning commission was requested 
on or before Jan. 20, but it was 
understood that it was agreed on a 
stay. 

While the school board is inter- 
ested primarily in about 37 acres of 
the property, the proposal of sale in- 
volved the entire area, Known as 
Holm Grove and one of the famed 
family estates in earlier days of 
this region. 

Talks between school trustees and 
representatives of the Donohoe heirs 
began as a result of family opposi- 
tion to a condemnation of the prop- 
erty, it was learned. 

It was understood the family 
has never had a desire to sell the 
property, but gave consideration 
to the need for a high school in 
the Menlo Park area and felt it 
should cooperate with the school 
board and not stand in the way of 
acquisition of a desirable site. 

The old Donohoe home, a land- 
mark since its construction in 1868, 
has been torn down. It was the 
residence of the late Joseph Dono- 
hoe, who was a mayor of Atherton. 
His daughter, Katherine, resided 
there at the time of her death last 
year. The property now is held by 
four heirs, Joseph Donohoe of 
Woodside and three sisters, and the 
estate of Katherine Donohoe. 

The price contained in the sale 
proposal has not been disclosed, but 
the school board has $90,000 set up 
trom last spring’s bond issue for ac- 
quisition of land. The. board al- 
ready has acquired i0 acres of for- 
mer Dibble hospital property, across 
Middlefield road from the Donohoe 
tract, but regards the smaller piece 
as insufficient for future expansion 
of a school plant. 

The Donohoe property lies within 
Atherton and is bounded by Ring- 
wood and Oak grove east of Mid- 
dlefield, adjacent to Maple Manor.

MP Presbyterian 
Church Approves 
Building Program 


One hundred twenty-five members 
of the Menlo Park Presbyterian 
church, meeting Monday night, gave 
unanimous approval to final plans 
for the projected new sanctuary and 
authorized immediate start of the 
$120,000 building program. 

Rev. Don Emerson Hall announc- 
ed that Leslie I. Nichols, architect, 
will proceed with preparing working 
Crawings and specifications prelim- 
inary to calling for bids, and that 
construction is expected to start in 
a few weeks. 

The new structure will be built 
on the site of the Kirk house, ad- 
jacent to the historic church on 
Santa Cruz avenue. The Kirk house 
will be moved to the rear of the 
property. 

The building program will provide 
a new sanctuary to seat 400 persons, 
as well as greatly increased facilities 
for the Sunday school, youth pro- 
gram and other activities. The old 
building, known affectionately as 
“The Church of the Pioneers,” will 
be retained as a meeting place for 
church groups. 

Rev. Hall announced the local 
church had received a grant of 
$25,000 from the denomination in 
New York to aid the building pro- 
gram. He said the Menlo Park 
church is one of three in 150 years 
among the 9000 congregations of 
Presbyterian church history to re- 
ceive such a grant.

The Menlo Park fire district is off 
to a comparatively good start this 
year in keeping down fire damage, 
but residents should profit by ex- 
amples set in December, when losses 
soared through a combination of 
causes. 

That was the warning sounded 
yesterday by Chief Thomas Cuff in 
a review of the December outbreak 
of fires that reached a peak over 
the Christmas weekend. 

Most of the December fires 
resulted from the combination of 
unextinguished cigarets and over- 
stuffed furniture, Cuff said. Heavy 
loss in major fires resulted from de- 
layed alarms. In the case of the

Annexations 
Approved In 
2. Elections 


Menlo Park this week set its 
sights a bit nearer a 20,000 popula- 
tion goal as a result of two elec- 
tions within five days at which 
voters of Suburban Park and Belle 
Haven City decided in favor of an- 
nexation. 

Both elections were marked by 
intensive campaigning for and 
against annexation, and a resultant 
large turnout of voters was believed 
without precedent in special ballots 
in this area. 

The results: 

SUBURBAN PARK 

For annexation, 78; against an- 
nexation, 50. 

BELLE HAVEN CITY 

For annexation, 280; against an- 
nexation, 213. 

Annexation approval by Belle 
Haven City voters on Jan. 14 clear- 
ed the way for the Suburban Park 
election Jan. 19 by providing an 
area contiguous to present boundar- 
ies of Menlo Park. 

The machinery already is in mo- 
tion to make the two sections a part 
of this city as soon as possible. The 
Belle Haven vote was canvassed by 
the city council Tuesday night. The 
Suburban Park ballot will be can- 
vassed Monday night. 

The canvass reports and official 
maps will then be delivered to the 
secretary of state in Sacramento 
and, upon his certification, annexa- 
tion will be in full effect. 

Police patrolling already is in 
force, and police have begun street 
surveys to determine where traffic 
control may be improved. One plan 
shaping up is to make Bay road, 
frequently the scene of accidents, a 
through arterial. 

As soon as equipment arrives, a 
two-way radio automobile will be 
on full time duty in Belle Haven 
City and Suburban Park. 

The two elections were marked by 
bitter charges and counter-charges. 

There were 493 ballots in Belle 
Haven City, where there were 875 
qualified voters. Suburban Park 
had an even heavier turnout in 
proportion—130 ballots cast, 151 
qualified voters. Two ballots were 
improperly marked and rejected.
